Expert Making Surv^ for 
Wart Disease of Potatoes 



A reprmentatlve of the 1' ."^ l>c- 
parlment of Agriculture, Plant Bureau, 
Plant Dlaeaae Survey, waa in lAUlsa 
thla week for the purpoae of making 
survey of thla section of Kentucky for 
wart dlaeaae of potatoea. His aim Ib 
to locate it if It la here and at the 
same time further information to all 
potato users that they may co-operate 
with the department In lU discovery 
should it occur. 

The potato idustry Is endanpercd by 
(1 HcrlouB disease, new to ub. culled 
wart disease of potato, discovered In 
Pennsylvania In 101b and ballavad poa- 
slbly to be In other parte Of the coun- 
try. It, without doubt, oame' from 
Europe where It caused a aerlous 
shortaKe of the crop With stringent 
efTi'clK (.n the coriBumers and aa a re 
suit an embargo was put on all foreign 
Importatlona into thla country in lOlt. 
However, before the embargo went into 
effw't It Is known that foreign carewK 
entered several of our principal cartel ri 
portH. The dlMaae necessitates a rigid 
luarantlne for an indefinite period of 
time OS a preventative measure against 
further Infestation. ( ft 1. desired that 
potato UBora be especially watchful d 
to the fact that our tlrst Infeetation 
was proli.'ilily from tahic stock. 

The disease In readily recognlxed by 
rough, apongy outgrowths varying 
from the stce^f a pea to that of the 
tuber ItBolf, beih).' produced especially 
at the cycN or at Injured places. Thcje 
outgrowths are light brown at first 
but with age become black and rap 
idly decay causing soil Infeatatlon by 
tha apores (seeds of fungi) thus lib- 
erated. Soil Infestation* may last for 
years. The dlseaBc does not effect the 
foll.i^c I tops) HO w.iich while you plant

.hould be made illegal, with heavy 
penialtlea attached," ta. ttie opinion we 
have beard espreaaed by a very eon- 
.ervatlve man. He argues that men 
put themselves In the class of high- 
waymen when they atop all kinds of 
business i^d Uireatan to atarve the 
people of some laolated aection. to 
death In order to get more money. He 
says the use of this kind of force to 
get money is exactly the same per- 
formance, In principle, as the man 
gives when he preMnts a gim and de- 
mands "your money or your life." 

The piesent strike of railroad shop- 
■irn, re»ultlne In the stopping of trains 
and tlic i)iiraI>'Hls of business, called 
forth the sentlmenta expressed above 
and we have quoted them to ahow the 
trend of public sentiment. 

The public pays the coat of atrikea. 
The great masaea of the people are the 
sufferers and It ia vnreasonable to ex- 
pect them to sympathise with a thing 
that increases their burdens needless- 
ly 

The present scarcity of sugar is al- 
most entirely due to a Htrike of marine 
workeiM whicli hii.s .^topll('(^ the ship- 
ping of raw eugar from Cuba and other 
tiroduclng erntera tc the reflnnries of 
the United Ktatea. Thia augar famine 
has come Just at tbe aanning aeason 
when much fruit munt go to waate for 
lack of it. 

The shopmen's strike has thrown 
thousanda of other laborer. O'lt of 
work. The coal mines are shut down, 
with a shortage of coal for next vlnter 
absolutely certain. There ih a nhort- 
iKC of food at many places and i r r- 
Ishable food is going to waste at other 
pointa. Milliona and bllllona of dolbirs 
are being lost aa a result of this hold- 
P- 
it is Bolshevism that I. d.iing tt. 
'he shopmen now holding o.it are do- 
HK so in violation of thu laws ..f ili. ir 
n union. When the president of the 
order told the Huntington ahiipmen 
Ihi. fact last Saturday they treated 
him disgracefully and refused to hear 
him further, askiiit; f'H' r.-signa- 
tlon. A stronger demonstration of 
anarchy could not have been given. 

President Wilson asked them to re- 
turn ifi work in obedience .to their 
union, and at moat place, they did so 
But at Huntington they are stiTetlns 
from the kind of leadership tliai -il- 
ways drives men to ruin. Not all i f 
the shopmen or railroad mon are In 
sympathy with this strike, bm these 
men lack the courage to stand out 
a«rainat the violent fellows who have 
taken the organization in hand and 
are running away with It. 

The shopmen In this strike are de 
manding $8.60 for ten hours work and 
$6 for the helpers. 

If they are foolish enough to think 
the public, the suffering public, the 
public that paya all these bUls of 
wagea and losaea, la going to Indorse 
a hold-up of themselves, those fellows 
should have their own heads examined. 

It has been suggeHted that the rall- 
ond companies fill the places of these 
trikcrs with returned soldiers who 
want work, and then keep them there 
gardleSs of any atrike settlement 
The officials of the union had ar- 
ranlted to have a vote on a strike 
August 2r,lh. but a koO'I many of the 
siiops ignored that program and struck 
laat week. Ibey were ortlered back, 
but a few are holding out. 

Nothing could do more than this to 
Increase the co* of living. These men 
profess to want the high coat of llV' 
Ing decreased, but they are doing the 
most effective thing possible in the 
other direction Just at the time when 
the government and the states have 
started a fight on high prices. 

It is reported that live cur loads oi 
sugar are In the railroad yards at 
nuasell, Ave mllea below Aahland and 
the railroad men refi)K to move them, 
although there ia a sugar famine in 
almost every home. The owners of 
one of the cars has tried to get per- 
mission to open the car at Russell and 
remove the sugar In trucks so as to 
siill it to people needing It for canning 
purposes.

How to Buooaad with Crimaon Clov*r. 

Prepare the land In July, prefer grain 
Btubble. Subsoil and disc often until 
ready to aeed. A good time to nci il Is 
Just late enough that the weeds will 
not take It before froat. Seed bed 
must be drra and well aettled. Seed 
very shallow, when there Is plenty of 
moisture. Uae a clover eeeder, wheiit 
drill with rubber attachment, or broml- 
cast and then uso a light harrow. 
Avoid leaving furrowa and ridges. In 
dry weather It 1* advisable to roll with 
corrugated roller, rarely advisable to 
use a smooth roller. 

Early seeding 1* beat, If moisture la 
plentiful. Take advantage of the first 
HeaMonable rain in August ;in(l sow 12 
to IB pounds of seed per acre. Increas- 
ing the amount on poor spota and on 
borders of fields to offset damage by 
grasshoppers. Crimaon clover needs 
phosphat in abundance: It will pay to 
use 150 to JOG pounds acid phoephate, 
In the increased yield of seed and 
nitrogen In the soil. Lime and stable 
manure are good. All theae fertUlxers

The ndltor of the Centenary Bulletin 
recently hart a conversation with the 
inan who has been acclaimed around 
the world as the greatest hero of the 
world wer. .SfrRi iiiit Alvln i ". York, 
of I'lill .Mui:, I'.iiMiHK rouiitv. Tcnn- 
rssoe. slnBl'--hunded killed twenty-five 
Oarmana, captured 112. Including a 
ma)or and three lieutenants, and put 
out <i< oimmlsnlon thirty-rwe machine 
KUiiH lOik'lit ciemtans charged him 
with lUe<l l>iiy<iiu-tH at .i distance of 
iw"iity yiinlr.. and killed all of them 
wUh his automatic iilsiul before they 
reached him. 

York to a mountaineer, a devout 
maml>er of n mountain reliKlotio Hect, a 
strict believer In (!od and mor.Ulty. a 
cool-headed man who knows no fear, 
and the moat accurate ahot with a 
pistol or a ritle In the ntounUlns where 
all are crack shots. Hto exploiU was 
the moat natural thing In tha world 
for him. 

This man Is unlettered, but he has a 
phlloaophy of life which Is profound. 
Wii«n aakad about hto feat he declared 
that Qod had led him. And when he 
made n speech It consisted of about 
four short sentenci M, ending with thiH: 
•VVe muat make America a more 
Chrlatton land." Unmoved by the 
plaudlu Of Naw Tork and Washing- 
ton, ho haatoned back to the mounUIn 
and man led hto mountain sweetheart, 
and wnen he traveled to Nashville, aa 
the KucHt of the governor, he took hia 
pastor, his mother, and his wife. The 
ladtea. It la aald. had never aeen a 
train before. 

Mother York sat In the nmnslon of 
111,' Ktiite executive, unmoved. She wore 
her black aateen dress, an ancient 
poke -bonnet, and a great apron: white 
she talked ah* oooled heraclf with her 
turkey-leaf tan. She la a member of 
our own ehureh, and when aakad if ahe 
were not proud of her aon aha replied 
very simply. "I am proud that he la a 
christian and has kept tha faith 
through It ail. I did not pray that he 
might be a hero; I did not pray for all 
this parade and ahow: I prayed that 
(iod woubi bring my boy bafk to me. 
and He did." 

Here Is the stuff of Which heroea 
are made. A devout mother In a moun- 
tiln cabin praying for her boy, and 
that lN>y m the uniform of his country 
and carrying in his heart a faith In 
Ood — here is h combination which 
breeda heroism. When a correspon- 
dent aakad Tork if he had ever oursed 
while in the army, the mounUlneer 
anawerod like a flnnh, "No. sir! I play

wauled htm to croKs the country to a 
icreat conrentlon where he would be 
wined and dined, he refused — because, 
aa he aald. It would be only the show 
of worldllneas. 

The story of Alvln Tork teachM us 
two 111 three things Wlvlch the churi-h 
should never forget: One Is that we 
need more devout mothem who will 
teach ttieir aon* the prlnclplea of holy 
living: we need tha light of faith In 
humble cabins, the old family altar 
where children tearn to pray, th(i great 
and ancient Bible which Is In every 
oabln up In the hllle, the gaudy color- 
ad oarda with scripture texta upon tha 
wait*. Our country will produce a- 
citlsanship which will keep our liber- 
ties for us if we alway* have hooaaa 
lik» that

playing the game square," the prac- 
tice of heroes and thoae who have the
